Johnny Gruelle 


Early in his career Johnny 
Gruelle, the creator of the 
Raggedy Ann books, be- 
came a very successful 
newspaper cartoonist, but 
he always remained a child at heart. He loved to draw the elves, the 
cremes, and fairies of his imagination for the amusement of his lit- 
tle daughter, Marcella. 


— As time went on, Mr. Gruelle made himself well-known as an il- 
lustrator of children’s books. And then, in the winter of 1917-18 he 
found his great inspiration. 

One day, while he was hunting for something in the attic, the art- 

ist found an old rag doll. She was tucked down in a 

barrel of odds and ends that had been forgotten for 

nobody knows how long. 


Mr. Gruelle fell in love with the doll’s smile at first 
sight. He took her downstairs, and his mother told him 
the story of how this old rag doll had been made for 
her when she was a little girl. 


He named the doll Raggedy Ann, painted her smile 

all fresh and new and had a new dress made for her. 

g Immediately Raggedy Ann became the pride and joy 
—of little Marcella. 


Johnny Gruelle was so impressed with the story of 
this beloved, new-old doll, that he sat down to write J 
and illustrate a Raggedy Ann book. It was the first 9 
book of many. 


Since then more than 5,000,000 copies of Raggedy 
“Ann books have been sold. Just a few of the titles 
are: “Raggedy Ann and Raggedy Andy and the Camel 
with the Wrinkled Knees,” “Raggedy Ann in the Deep, Deep Woods,” 
“Raggedy Ann and the Left-Handed Safety Pin,” and “Raggedy Ann 
in Cookie Land.”
